Her wistress, interested in. the girl’s wel-
fare, heard that she had eventually gone to
the Pacific coast and there married =a
Scotchman or Irishmsn by the name of
Mackay. When Mrs. J. W. Mackay
came to London and attracted the attention
of tashionable society by giving a splendid
entertainment which the Price of Wales

left a lsurge partyv at Holderness
House to attend, some thoughtless or
ili-natured person in Mrs. Chain's

circie of iriends threw out & query asto
whether the Mr. Mackay, whose name was
then in all people’s niouths as the silver
king in America, could possibly be the per-
son who was reported to have married Mrs.
Chain's maid.

There does not seem to have been the
slightest imarinable ipcentive to, or excuse
for, this query except the idle and frivolous
disposition of the persons who made it
Who this person was is not stated,

A TERRIBLE CRIME.

The Mutilated Body of a Pretty Ger-
man Girl Found in Her Room

WITH A DOZEN STAB WOUXDS

In Her Neck and Breast, and the Head
Almost Bevered.

50 CLEW To THE MURDERER

MSPFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCM.1

CHESTER, Pa., Dec, 6.—Emma Pfitzen-
myer, the pretty young German woman who
was dead in her room, her head almost
severed from her body aud with adozen
siab wounds in her neck and breast, is now
koown to have beem murdered. She
was 22 years old and lived with
ber sister, Mrs. Schmidt, the wile
of & wgrocer. She had been In
this country fwo years, She wasa bright
girl, but was a little wild, so the neighbors
say. On Wednesday night there was a ball
in & ball not far from the grocery over
which Behmidt and his wife and the young
woman lived, Mrs, Schmidt and her sister
attended it and left Mr. Schmidt to mind
the baby,

At about 11:30 o’clock Miss Pfitzenmyer
returned home, st the request of Mrs
Bchmidt, to see how the baby was getting
on. She found the infant asieep in its
father’s arms, and started to return to
the ball, She leit the side door
open, through which she could pass
from the street to her room without being
seen by Schmidt. She met her sister at the
ball again and returned to her a key to the
house. BShe disappeared then. Mrs
Schmidt thought she had joined in the
dancing, and did not look for her until after
1o'clock. She was nowhere o be found.
Mrs. Schmidt concluded she had got tired
and gone hdme, und she went home alone.
Schniidt was in the back room holding the
baby.

Discovery of the Dead Body.

She asked him where her sister was, and
he said be did not know. Bhe had been
twice to see the baby and was probably in
ber room. Mrs. Schmidt wept upstairs and
found the young womau lying ou the floor of
her room in front of the bureau, dead. The
carpet underneath her was soaked with
blood. There was a cheese-knife smeared
with blood on the floor near her. It had a
plade nearly two inches wide and 12 long.
It -h-n one of the knives that had been used
in the grocery.

It was ut first supposed that the girl had
committed suicide, A physicisn examined
the wounds im her neck and breast, and de-
clared that they could not have been made
by the cheese knife. They were
made by & smaller knife. Three of the
six wounds wera in such a position that
they coulde’t have been inflicted by hersell,
The cut which nearly severed ber head, the
gﬁr declared was made alter the girl was

Her windpipe was not shrunk, as it would
have been had it been severed while she was
alive. The knife was examined, aod it was
found that the blood on it bad'been smeared
over it. The stoins were not such as would
have been made if the kai’e had been used
to inflict the wounds. A pair of men's
socks, soaked with blood, were found on the
floor of the room. The murderer hed
l=ft no other clew. After the finding of the
body Mrs. Schmidi remembered that on the
way to the ball & young man whom she did
not know spoke to her sister, and walked a
distance with ber. They talked to each
other in whispers, Who this young man
was no one knows.

Jealonsy the Suspected Motive.

From the fact that the girl left the door
open when she leit home for the ball the
second lime, it is thought that she
might have made an appointment with
some one, possibly with the mys
terious young man aod took him to her
yoom, and then he murdered her. The girl
is known to have had many lovers, and the
authorities think that it was oneof these
who killed ber in a fit of jealousy.

The murderer, after the killing, arranged
things in the room and smeared the cheess
knife with blood 80 as to hide his crime, by
making it appear that the girl had taken
herown life, He successtully fooled the
city authorities of Chester, and they
have givenno nid to the District Attorney,
and the Coronmer is imvestigating the case.
Mr. and Mrs. Schmidt are under volice sur-
veillance. The county authorities will not
permit Schmidt to be seen by any newspa-
per meo, vor will ther make public any-
thing he may have told them.

The body of the girl has been at the

house of Otte Walther's, near Upland,
since the sutopsy aod was buried from
there to-day. While the funeral serv-
ice  was guiug on both  Mr,
and Mrs. Bchmidt became hysterical.
At the grave Schmidt had to be held
to keep him from jumping in on the casket.
After the funeral the body was taken up to
be examined by Dr. Formad, who has the
reputation of being the best expert in
murder cases in this part of the country.
He lives in Philadelphin. Coroer Bullock
had sent for him to get his testimony to the
fact that the girl had been murdered.

FLYING DUTCHMAN

Successfully Sails Into Pltt.sbllrg’a
Port for the First Time,

WAGNER'S POETIC  LIBRETTO,

And Bkillfal Scors Well Interpreted by
Juch, Rathj:ns and Netta.

JANUSCHOWSKY'S SPLEXDID ORTEUD

To wind up the week of opera with which
the pretty Duquesne Theater hasat last been
opened, the Emma Juch Company last even-
ing gave Pittsburg its first hearing of
Richard Wagner’s “The Flying Dutch-
man." The event was sufficient to draw
through the chill rain after a day of beast]
wenther, a 1 and representative audi-
ence, such as is seldom here on
Saturday evening.

It is a wild, weird work, this ‘‘romantic
opera,” with which Wagner began his dar-
ing innavations upon the Iyric stage, When
be produced it, in 1842, he was & young
comiposer who, nfter several fnllurn
had just a few months before achiev
in *“Riengi ™ his first success; and a
great popular triumph it was, too. Bat he
instantly turned his back on the gold mine
open at his feet and brouzht out a wark of a
style the very opposite from the big, pom-
pous, spectacular manner of Meyerbeer,
which was then in the height of tashion snd
by whieh his “Rienzi’" had scored its hit.
In that sction was proof of genius, which
will ever work out its ideals, ba they popu-
lar and profitable or not.

Foundation of thg Story.

The subject of the libretto—which,@f
enurse, the great poet composer wrote him-
self—is founded on the old legend of the
Duteh sean captain who, while tryiog to
double the Cape of Good Hope in a gsle,
swore he would get around if he bad to keep
satling on forever. The devil took him at
his word, and condemned him to sail the
seas till Judgment Day, unless (deceptive

feam of hope, well worthy the walignsnt

mp of darkness!) he eould find 8 woman
who would love him faithfully uutil death,
And so the Duteh Capiain in his phantom
ship sailed on and on for ecentories—a
Wandering Jew of the ocean—only per-
mitted 1o go ashore once every
teven vears to find a seemingly end-
less soccession of faithless sweethearts,
The opera commences with one®of The
Dutchman's periodieal landings, when he
encounters Daland, a Norwegian captuin,
whose mercenary eye readily overlooks the
straoger’s distruught, spectral personage
and sees in the boundless treasures shown
him every qualifieation for the hand ot his
own lovely daughter, Senta, The latter is
& dreamy, romantie maiden of high-strung
nature, who has long been mysierionsly at-
tracted by o portrait, representing The
i}uxdﬁmun and hangiog on the wall of her
ome,

Meeting the Dream Hero.

She has just finished telling of & strange
dream she hnd about the phantom ship and
its sorrow-cursed captain, when the hero of
of her dream stunds before her, and she is
bidden by ber father to accept him as =
suitor for her hand. S8he dutifully accepts,
and all seems well. Bat shortly aiterwards
she happens to meet a former suitor, Erik,
on the shore; and even while she
is refusing his ardently pressed suit, The

n comes on them, thinks he is
araindeeeived,and sails off forthwith. Senta,
protesting her faithfuloess, shakes herself
free from the detaining handsof her friends,
rushes to the edge of a cliff and leaps into
the angry sea. The condition is fulfilled;
the curse broken. Instantly the spectral
ship sinks aerd The Dutchman, redesmed,
floats heavenward with the long-sought
faithful one in his arms.

The manner in which Wagner embodied
this romantic tals in his libretto is well
characterized by Lisst: ‘“The whole &r-
rangement of the text book betrays a genuine
artist, a poet by the grace of God, a hand of
which every line, every stroke of the pen,
rises far above the npera-lexts hitherto
known,” It is worthy of note that the re-
deeming

Love of SeM-Sacrificing Woman

was & favorite theme of Wagner's. It
dominates “Tanchaeuser,” as it does the
“Duatehman;'” it's failure brings the eatas-
trophe of *'Lohengrin;"” it is seen in oneof
the earliest of Wagner's works, “The
Fairies,” while in “*Parsifal,”” the latest of
them, the complex character ot Kundry
embraces both the redeeming and the de-
structive love of woman, -

From a purely musical standpoint, “The
Flying Dutchmén’ was considered in the
appropriate department ol this paper last
Sunday. Soffice it here to say, that in score
as in book, Wagner took a long step from
his own previons works and from those of
preceding composers; though there are still
many steps between this and the later works
in which his novel theories are fully de-
veloped. While much of the traditional
opera forms is preserved, the new spirit pre-
vails and the germs of nearly all bis later
reforms are present in this score.

07 last night's performance only one ele-
ment was hopelessly bad—the chorus; in this
connection, the best thing was the remorse-
less cutting of large portions of the choral
embers (as was very frequently done
throuch the week) which would otherwise
have been remorselessly sung. It is but just,
however, to recognize the present great
searcity of capable chorus singers who can
sine English; nearly all this chorus bad to
be recruited from

German and Itallan Sources

and—as Conductor Neuendorf feelingly ob-
served to the writer—'"You can imagine
how much drill they needed on ihe text
alone, without counting anything else.” It
might be better, however, to let polyglot
text go and have the other things count.

The silver
meulsmunghwa Bepublic?lnl ofh the Benute
would, perhs: refer that the agreement
should be wlthml;s:nben ol their own party,
but if thev cannot get whas they wantin
any other way they will combine against the
jorre bill. They wounld doubtless have no
difficulty in makiog an agreemert with their
party leaders to permit a iree coinage bill
to come to & vole in the Senate, but it would
be blocked in the House, What they insist
on is that it shall have a fuirshow in both
houses, They will not agree to =znything
being done until they get suc h assurance.

This issaid to be one reason why no at-
tempt has yet been made to clange the rules
of the Senate, though it was contemplated
that that would be done at onee, If it ean
be made to appear that a change of the rules
of the Btate is pecessary to the passage
of a free coinage bill, the silver men will
probably vote for the change, but for 1t to
so appear there will have to be some as-
surance that the bill will be taken up after
the rules have been changed.

A leading silver Senator said to-day that
they would amend the Ten Comandments, if
necessary, to secure the pussage of the silver
bill. Butthe difficulty is that no pledges
can be got [rom the leaders of the House
that a ce will be given the bill there.

DEATH OF JOE COBURN.

The Ex-Champion Pugilist Passes Away of
Consumption.
